Q. What Foundation bas the Probsbition of Polyga- 
my in the Scriptures ? 

A. We thall Endeavour to prove (and, as we 
hope, with fuccefs too ) that Monogamy is Impli- 
cily ( tho’ not Expreffively ) enjoyn’d in Scripture. 

It cannot be Diiallow’d, that whar is a {ufficient 
Foundation of an Article of Faith, is the fame alfo 
ot a Moral Precepte And it is in Part the Defini- 
tion of an Article of Faith, that it be either Clear- 
ly Expreft Is Scripture, or may be Clearly Infer’d 
From it. 

But to lay the Foundation of the Unexception- 
able Inference we propote, it is proper to Oblerve, 
thac Monogamy is Agreeable to the Primary Inten- 
tion of a Marriage-ftate; A Man fhall leave his Fa- 
ther and bis Motber, and fhall cleave unto bis Wife : 
And They fall be one Flefh. 

Bur if, notwithftanding fo Memorable a Paf- 
fage, any fhall Deny, that Monogamy was Prima- 
rily Intended by our All wife Creator, we make a 
farther Appeal to the Prophe: Malachi ; the Lord 
hath been witnefs aging? tos Wife of tly Youth, againft 
whom thou bat deale treacheroufly : Yet is foe thy Com- 
panion, and the W%fe of thy Covenant, And did he 
not Make One ? Yet had be the Refidue of the Spirit. 
And w-evefare One 2 That he might feck a godly Seed, 
Therefore take heed to your Spirit, and let none deal 
treacheroufly againgt the Wife of bis Youth. The Pro- 
phet tells us, thae that Almighty Agent, who had 
che R fidue of te Spirit (of the Spirit of Power) who 
was Able to have made Many Wives for Adam, 
yer in his Wifdem chonghr fic to Make bur one 
(namely, our Mother Eve) as a Proper, as a 
Lively Memorandum to the Generations, that were 
yet for eo come, that Polygamy was Difagreeable 
to the Primary Defign of Matrimony. But to pro- 
cede to the Inference very Fairly Deducible from 
fuch a Primary Defign, 


Since the Chriftian Inftitution Refines the Pre- 
cepts of the Mofaick Law, Sublimates the Morals 
of the Beft Philofophers, Raifes the Compleateft 
Syftems ot Morality to a more Exalted Pitch, and 
gives theFinifhing Stroke to Reveal'd Religion,does 
not the very Tenor of fo Refin’d, to Sublimated an 
Inftitution, by Natural Confequence Forbid Every 
Kind of Ulage, which includes any Contrariety ro 
its Primitive Intendment. We may therefore be- 
hold Monogamy Eftablifh’d in thofe our Saviour’s 
words ; think not, that {am come to deftrey the Law 
or the Prophets; I am not come to Deftroy, but to Full- 
fill: l-am come to Perfeét the Moral Law. 

When our Bleffed Lord Abrogates the Cuftom of 
Divorcing, becaufe Contrary to the Primary De- 
fign of Marriage, does it not by Parity of Reafon 
follow,that he Implicitly Abrogates every other Cu- 
ry that bears a like Contrariety to the faid De- 
ign. 

Polygamy is Inconfiftent with that Degree of 
Love, that Unrival’d Affection, which rhe Scrip. 
tures oblige the Husband to bear ro the Wife of his 
Bofom : So ought Men to Love their Wives, as their 
own Bodies : He, that loveth his Wife, loveth himfelf. 
For no Man ever yet hated bis own Flefh ; but Nou- 
rifbeth it, and Cherifheth it, even as the Lord the 
Church. Bar a Conjugal Love cannot be fo Intire, 
when Divided into Many Channels, as when Con- 
fin'd to a Single one. 

S. Paul tell us, 1 Cor. 7. 4. that the Husband bas 
not the Power of bis Own Body, but the Wife. Which 
Paflage pafles Sentence onPolygamy,as wel! as For- 
nication. For if anHusband has not the Command of 
his Own Body, he can no more Difpofe of his Bo- 
dy toa Plurality of Wives, than toa Wanton Har- 
lot. 

Upon the whole we hope, thar the Querift will 
look upon himielf as oblig’d by Scriprure to avoid 
Polygamy ; wiil obferve the Tendency of the Gof- 
net-Creconnmiy; and be ready to fay to the De- 
fenders of Polygamy, / have wor fo Learnt Chrift : 
Will be wady to cry our, from the ety it was 
not fo. The firft Married Man bad bur a fingle 
Wife.

HE Advices from the Hague Nev. 23d. are,that 

the Differences between the King of Pruffia and 
the City of Cologne, are in a fair way of being ad- 
jufted, and that his Pruffian Majefty has, at the Inter. 
ce(fion of the States General, order’d all the Veficls 
belonging to the Iahabitants of Cologne to be releas'd, 
which he had cauled ro be itop’d at Wefel. That the 
French Parties have made Incurfions into the Diftri& of 
Bofleduc, which, ‘tis chotght, was done by way of 
Reprital for burning an Abby in the Enemy's Country, 
notwithftanding they pav us Contributions; But how- 
ever, their principal detign has the appearance of ob- 
liging the States to revoke their Placard, which forbids 
the Carrying of any Provifions to the Frontier of fuch 
Places as are in the Poffe(fion of the French. That the 
Coumniffioners on oth fides for the Exchange of Pri. 
foners have agreed at Turcoin, and that it is to be Man 
for Man, and Officer for Officer, and to begin with 
thofe -who have been Jongeft Prifoners. That they“are 
under great Expectation of hearing fuddenly fome con. 
fiderable Enterprize by the Army under his Grace the 
Duke of Marborough,/his Grace having actually made 
preparations to Moye, tho’ on what defign is not yet 

inly known. 
Or is advis'd from’ London Nov. 24th. That yelter- 
day Morning arriv'd an Exprefs from the Duke of Mar!- 
borough to the Queen, which gives an account, that 
his Grace recieving certain Advice of the Eleétor of 
Bavaria’s arriving near-Bruffels, in ‘order to attack it, 
march’d immediately with a confiderable Number of 
Batalions and Squadrons to prevent his Defigns ; Upon 
which the EleStor fent fome Detachments of Horfeant 
Foot to hinder Our speragen near Bruilels, which ee 
cafion'd an Engagemenr, wherein ‘we intirely route 
them, killing a cabs Number on the Spot, and taking
